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Results of the trap-scouting performed during the summer of 1945 to secure information on the distribution and 
possible status of the Japanese beetle in localities outside the area regulated by Federal quarantine are summarized 
in the attached statement. This includes a list of all localities outside the regulated area where trap-scout ing was 
carried on with positive results during the seasons 1936 to 1945, inclusive, with the respective catches, together with 
a list of localities where soil treatments have been applied at isolated infestations from 1943 to date. 

Acreages to which soil treatments were applied in 1945 were much reduced from those of the past few years, 
coinciding with a general reduction in beetle population due to unfavorable conditions for grub survival in 1944. Soil 
treatments completed, plus additional acreages'to be completed in two Virginia couwmunities in the spring of 1946, total 
555.25 acres. These treatments were carried out with the cooperation of the interested States and municipalities. They 
are attempts to eradicate outlying incipient infestations or, if eradication is impracticable, to suppress the infesta- 
tions so that they do not become new centers of spread. This type of treatment involves the application of lead arsenate 
at a dosage of 500 pounds per acre. Treatment is recommended within a radius of 300 feet of all collections of female 
beetles or multiple finds of either sex. Usually treatment is not applied in sections where solitary male beetles are 
captured, such areas being reserved for trapping the following season more accurately to detemine the conditions of 
infestation. Extensive experimental soil treatments with DDT were also undertaken at Blowing Rock, N. C. 

Suppressive measures already applied or assured for the spring of 1946 in localities outside the regulated area, 
together with State quarantine action in certain outlying areas, will, in most instances, assur? protection from spread 
at least comparable with that afforded if the Federal quarantine were extended. Immediate additions to the area regulated 
under the Federal Japanese beetle quarantine as a result of the season's trapping and survey records, therefore, will 
probably be limited to a single election district in Allegany County, Md.; the township of Madison, Licking County, and 
township of Marion, Franklin County, Ohio; and the town of Shenandoah, Va. 

The necessity of holding a hearing or conference to consider the extension of the regulated area or modification of 
the regulations, prior to a revision of the quarantine regulations, can be avoided. It is expected that a revision of 
the regulations will be issued in the near future. 

The accompanying report is similar to any report on current conditions that might be presented at a public con- 
ference. It is issued to make available to State plant quarantine officials and other interested parties the latest 
inforwation on the distribution and status of the Japanese beetle in arezs not now incluwied umer Federal querentire 


and to acquaint them with the proposed revision of the regulations.

Solitary beetles each were caught in traps set at the New Orleans, La. airport; Hunter Field airport, Savannah, Ga.; and the 
Euntingtou, W. Va. airport at Chesapeake, Ohio. Two beetles each were recovered at the Charlotte, N. CO. and Memphis, Tenn. airports 
woile taree beetles were trapped at the Charlestown, S. C. municipal airport. Evidence in each case indicated that these specimens - 
were hitch-hikiny beetles transported to new environments by airplane movement. 


State-Federal cooperative soil treauments of important isolated infestations were continued by the States of Georgia, Illinois, 
Indiana, Michigan, Missouri, New York, North Carolina, Ohio, and Virginia. These aceee involved the application of fead arsenate at 
the rate of 500 pounds per acre within a radius of approximately 300 feet of significant beetle finds. A few of the infestations 
were of such an extent that soil treating was not considered practicable. Quarantine action is contemplated in these instances. 


Soil treatments were completed in July at Atlanta and Dahlonega, Georgia, to control infestations of 13 and 37 beetles, respectively. 
Acreages involved were 4.6 in Atlanta and 2.7 at the Dahlonega first-record. The only other captures in the State were limited to 
solitary beetles each at Augusta, Austell, Toccoa and the Army Air Base at Hunter Field, Savannah. 


Contrasted with the 708 beetles trapped _in Chicago in 1944, this year's capture of 164 showed an improved situation there. Coopera- 
ale Ses this year covered 62.45 acres. The only other beetles captured in Illinois were 5 at Highland Park and one at 
as - Louis. 


Fewer beetles were beanies in Indianapolis, Ind. than in any year since the first beetles were caught there in 1934. The season's 
collection was limited to 3 specimens. Another beetle was captured at Whiting, Ind. At Elkhart, where 21 beetles were caught, 
19.2 acres received soil treatment. 


A solitary beetle trapped in a residential section of Kansas City, Kansas constitutes a first-record for that State. 


Traps set in a number of communities outside the Maryland regulated area, in con jinghies with the State-Federal control program, 
ree ue ates Apt Aces infestation in Oldtown, Allegany County, as well as smaller recurring infestations in Bloomington, 
Fechanicsville and Oakland. 


With the exception of the infestations of 6 beetles at Ecorse and a solitary beetle at Melvindale, all pte eee found _in 
wichigan this year have received soil treatments. Areas treated in Detroit (24 beetles), Grand Rapids (106), Kalamazoo (63), 
Huskegon (7), and River Rouge (278), were 25.05, 80, 29.9, 10.1, and 32.05 acres, respectively.

Geneva, wnere 94 beetles were collected. tn addition, 21.5 acres were treated in Niagara Falls on the basis of the 1944. trapping 
there. Forty-six beetles were trapped in Waterloo, but 32 of these were collected in blocks where soil treatments were applied in 
the spring and fall of 1943. Further treating is under consideration in this locality. 


Of the 20 North Cerolina cities and towns in which beetles were trapped this year, six received prompt soil treatment for control. 
Localities treated, with beetles caught and acreages covered, were as follows; Durham, 47 beetles - 13.2 acres; Boek Hount, 5 - 
2.4; Salisbury, 29 - 13; Spencer, 41 - 6.9; Wilson, 8 ~ 2.7; and Winston-Salem, 7 - 6.4. Twelve of the remining infestations were 
froa 1 to 6 beetles each. East Spencer, with 32 beetles, was the only important infestation that did not receive soil treatment. 
This locality is already in the State quarantined area. At the Blowing Rock established infestation, 250 acres were experimentall 
treated with the new insecticide DDT. Traps operated during the summer in this State quarantined area caught 42,271 beetles, abou 


one-tuird of the previous year's catch.
